STRAWBERRIES 


Mr. Editor:—I was pleased to be visited at the Garden by Dr. 
and Mrs. Wimpress and His Honor, Judge Crane, who admired the 
berries, and took some home with them. Would be glad to have 
you and your readers do the same. I came to Upland July, 1915, on 
a visit, expecting to stay a year; fell in love with the climate; found 
I could not stand loafing; started d small garden on 24th street: 
was invited to go on a hike with the Sierra Club from Camp Baldy. 
Saw the Gafden lying idle and it appealed to me. I applied for 
the use of it and after one season there and six months at the 
Junior Republic, Chino, concluded that the mountain life was the 
life for me, and determined to grow strawberries as well as vege- 
tables for the campers. Saw in the catalogue of a prominent seed 
and plant firm of Los Angeles advertisement of “The Winner” de- 
scribed as an everbearing variety, producing large berries from 
early spring to late fall. 1 procured 1000 plants early in May, 1917. 
They soon took on a vigorous growth. As fall came on and I saw 
no blossoms I began to supect that a mistake had been made and 
wrote to the firm of my suspicion and was assured that it was all 
right and that no variety would bear the same season, when planted 
as late as May. I increased my crop from plants that had made 
and when the first planting came in to bearing last year, they rip- 
ened in a rush in May and June and when the crowds came up the 
canyon in July I had no berries. ‘A customer recognized them as 
the Excelsior, an extra early variety, and said it was one of the 
best for canning, as they were firm and held their color well. They 
are of medium size, light red in color, and of fine flavor. Because 
of the high altitude berries ripen here a month later than in the 
valley. I have been picking a few that have found quick sale at 
the Garden. Will have a small shipment for Saturday of this week 
for Upland. As soon as I have enough to divide will try and get 
them in all the stores. I will decorate the first one or two lots with 
the fragrant leaves of the green bay tree. I will write you more 
about berries next week.

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RELIGION AND MILITARISM 


CAUSE religion has 

gone hand in hand with 

militarism, millions of 

lives have been sacrificed 
on the reeking altars of war. 
Every church, every great faith, 
and practically every refinement 
of ereed has been involved in 
the policies which finally led to 
a world-wide catastrophe. 

This is, not to say that spir- 
itual authority has neglected to 
teach the virtue of peace. Ex- 
cept in Prussia, where some of 
the state-owned pastors sermon- 
ized on slaughter, religion in its 
authority has been opposed to 
aggressive war. Popes, bishops, 
priests, and ministers have thun- 
dered against it. But their fol- 
lowers have not heeded them 
calamities that have 
befalien mankind have been due 
in as large measure to the 
breakdown of religion among 
the people and their secular lead- 
ers in Central Europe as to the 
shocking moral delinquencies of 
political and military chieftains. 

Contrary to the teachings of 
the Founder of their religion 
Christian nations surpass all 
others in their haste to seize the 
sword and in their unwillingness 
to put it aside. We do not as- 
sume that the churches could 


do hold that the most terrible of 
all conflicts, which threatened 
‘at one time to engulf civiliza- 
tion, even religion itself, coming 
after nineteen centuries of os- 
tensible devotion to the message 
of the Prince of Peace, is an in- 
dictment of Christianity for its 
divisions and enmities too pow- 
erful to be ignored. 

All this, however, is an affair 
of the past and concerns us now 
only as an example and warn- 
ing. Face to face with a wicked 
war, rancorous religion in Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary fail- 
ed. Facé to face with the prom- 
ise of a just and lasting peace 
embodying the noblest article 
of its faith, is religion in the 
United States also to fail? We 
hear much these days of church 
union, the difficulties _ being 
mainly doctrinal and administra- 
tive. Why should not this re- 
formation begin with unity in 
behalf of the celestial message 
which ushered in the Christian 
era and which still is unctuously 
repeated from every altar and 
every pulpit? 

If the churches cannot come 


into agreement in regard to 
peace on earth and good will 
among men, they cannot har- 


monize upon anything; even the 
heathen agree to that. If they 
do not see in the principle of a 
League of Nations the very es- 
sence of their ereed, if they 
preach jingoism and_ suspicion, 
or if they remain silent when 
statesmen, soldiers, and  war- 
weary men of the world pray 
and plead, will they not deny 
Messiah, prophet, and apostle, 
and stifling every appeal of the 
spirit will they not make com- 
mon cause with the materialism 
which first disguested and _final- 
ly destroyed the civilization of 
the ancient world? 

Many of the churches find it 
easy to get into politics on 
small provocation. Here is a 
call upon them from a distracted 
if not a perishing world to get 
into a higher sphere. It may be 
that the League of Nations can 
be established without the assist- 
ance of the churches. It is mor- 


ally certain’ that with the 
churches arrayed on its side it 
cannot be defeated. 

Religions as well as_ philoso-

phies and schemes of govern- 


ment are sometimes put to the| 


test. The test of religion in the 
United States is at hand.’ Is its 
-lattitude to be determined by the 
eaucus of timid, doubting, and 
huekstering senators at Washing- 
ton, or by the doctrines which, 
when no great issue is at stake, 
are expounded from its pulpits? 
Politics and diplomacy have been 
confounded. The weapons of a 
blasphemous militarism have all 
been broken for the time being. 
This is the day and here is the 
opportunity for practical _reli- 
gion of every name and faith — 
New York World.

Debs, just 
like ‘Scores of others, received 
the only” ‘treatment that was pos- 
site if: the government was to 
be maintained, and while there 
may be no othier such distin- 
guished prisoner “as he, there 
are scores of them who are be- 
ing punished just as he is.

“Walter Damrosch and I, about ten 
years ago, had discussed America and 
Germany; when speaking of the many 
beautiful things abroad, he suddenly 
sighed and exclaimed: 

“‘But with all, should I want to be 
the same Walter Damrosch in Germany 
that I am in America, I would at least 
have to be Landgrave of Thuringia or 
archduke of Luxemburg.’” 
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Lincoln Accorded High Rank, 

Although preceded and followed in 
the pr¢sidential office by men who had 
received long and thorough college 
and university training, which he 
lacked, there is, nevertheless, not one 
of them the equal of Abraham Lin- 
coln, in clarity, brevity and felicity of 
expression. “His simple, luminous 
sentences,” says one of. our national 
writers, “are models that cannot be} 
improved upon.” Today Lincoln’s po- 
sition as a master of the English 
tongue in {ts strength and simplicity 
is unquestioned. The French Acad- 
emy, Emerson, Lowell, Everett, Beech- 
er, Ingersoll are united on that point. 
“No man of his century,” says the au- 
thor of his: Letters and Addresses, 
“could state a proposition with more 
exactness and conipactness, His clar 
ity of expression, the consistent build- 
Ing up of his arguments, his brilliant: 
ly apt comparisons, his illuminating 
wit, his merciless pursuit of illogic in 
his opponents were phenomenal.” 

The Gettysburg address was ranked 
by Emerson as the peer of any of the 
utterances of man,

ireland’s Flax Crop. 

The flax crop is engaging the at- 
tention of agriculturists in the north 
of Ireland. Flax pulling is giving em- 
ployment to every hand that can be en- 
gaged. and factory workers, clerks and 
business men are joining in this indis- 
pensable work. The cadet corps of 
the Royal Academical institute of Bel- 
fast is also engaged in pulling flax. 
Before the war the price paid for flax 
ranged from $1.50 to $2.50 per stone. 
The highest price ever paid for fiax 
was $3 per stone in 1864, during the 
Civil war. This year the flax supply 
committee has arranged to take over 
the whole crop at prices ranging from 
$7.50 to $10 per stone, according to 
quality. The flax will be divi into 
six grades,
